The Russian government 
in a strongly worded communication 
serves notice on the Polish National- 
ists that tor good or ill the ancient 
kingdom of Poland lias now become 
an integral part of the Russian em- 
pire, and that while the- government 
intends to observe fully the national 
rights of Poland, any attempt to wrest 
Polish autonomy from ihe emperor 
would be considered an act oL' revolt 
and would lead the Poles into the sor- 
rowful paths trodden by them in 18-"! 
and 18C3. 


The Russian authorities recognize

of Attorney General Moody a petition 
was filed today in the circuit court of 
the United States for the eastern dis- 
trict of Wisconsin 10 test the legality 
of ccTiain commissions paid by rail- 
roads (after ihe receipt of the pub- 
lished rates) to a private car transit 
company held by stockholders of the 
corporation shipping freight in those 
cars over the railroad lines. 


In a statement issued here Attorney 


General .Moody says:

pany; Pore Marquette Railroad com- 
pany; Missouri. Kansas and Texas; 
Erie; Chicago. Rock Island and Pa- 
cific: St. Louis and San Francisco: 
Wisconsin Central; Chicago and Al- 
ton antl the Pabst Brewing company. 
It appears that the Pabst Brewing 
company are large shippers of beer 
over the various railroads running 
from n" 
" ~e. Some of the princi- 


pal R "ic-Ul. 
rs of that corporation 


organi/.Pd and own the Milwaukee Re- 
frigerator Transit company, a corpo- 
ration operating private cars. To the 
latter corporation the control of the 
shipments of the Pabst Brewing com- 
pany was given by an agreement en- 
tered into between the two corpora- 
tions named. The various railroads 
mentioned as defendants, while re- 
ceiving as freight moncv the open and 
published rates for the transportation 
of commodities., have paid to the tran- 
sit company, in whose private cars 
the beer was transported, a commis- 
sion of about 12 per cent upon the 
amount of the freight money collect- 
ed, with the effect, of course, that the 
net amount received for transporta- 
tion by the railroad companies is so 
much less than the published and 
open rate. 


"This petition is designed to test 


the legality of such payments, and is 
brought under the provision of the so- 
called Elkins law which provides that 
a failure strictly to observe the pub- 
lished rates shall be a misdemeanor, 
and further provides that 'it shall be 
unlawful for any person, persons or 
corporations to offer, grant, or give, or 
to solicit, accept or receive any re- 
bate, concession or discrimination in 
respect to the transportation of any 
property in interstate or foreign com- 
merce . . . whereby any fcuch prop- 
erty shall, by any device whatever, be 
transported at a less rate than that 
named in the tariffs published and 
filed by the carrier.' "

Believing that life a It Is lived hi 


this twentieth century is too strenuous 
for the good we ought to get out of it 
and that the majority of us are exist- 
ing rather than living with any degree 
of enjoyment, two well known men, 
James Hazlewood of P,ittsburg and 
William Schlmgmann of Crafton, Pa., 
have conceived the idea of forming a 
community where the residents ;will 
eat, sleepvand work in perfect peace, 
says the Pittsburg Press. Every one 
connected with the community will 
work to get his or her food, clothes and 
lodgings, and no laggards will be tol- 
erated. 


The proposed association will be 


known as the Providence community 
and will be governed by a board of 
trustees elected by the members. It 
is said that the two founders have op- 
tions on a large tract of land near 
Fredericksburg, Md., where the pro- 
posed community .will be located, al- 
though as yet no deeds have been sign- 
ed nor has any money been paid to 
bind the transaction. When the land 
is secured and the,proselytes to the 
new school have migrated laws will be 
formulated calculated to regulate the 
actions of the simple livers. The basis 
for the rules governing the residents is 
the New Testament. 
' 


The new community will be planned 


after the one which for many years 
thrived at Economy, Pa., but it is pro- 
posed to manage it in an entirely dif- 
ferent and more modern way. 
The 


promoters believe that modern meth- 
ods applied to the scheme will make it 
entirely feasible and that it will be 
possible to carry it on, without the loss 
of either time or money, to the best 
advantage to the members, and, they 
say, it may be made so strong finan- 
cially that nothing out of the ordinary 
will be able to injure it to any consid- 
erable extent It will differ materially 
from other societies formed along sim- 
ilar lines and for the same purpose in 
that the members will not be made to 
adopt any strange or peculiar beliefs 
or to wear any certain kind of uniform 
dress. Each member will work to the 
utmost of his ability and will live as 
"he thinks most beneficial to himself, 
conforming always to the laws govern- 
ing the residents of the community. 
There will be no accumulation of prop- 
erty or amassing of riches. 


Immediately 
after conceiving the 


possibility of a successful community 
of co-workers preliminary regulations 
were drawn up which govern the en- 
trance of new residents. According to 
these rules, life hi the community will 
not be so very much different from 
that outside, although no laggards will 
be allowed, and no wonderfully rich 
men will be seen there. There will 
be no membership right in the com- 
munity property, no division of com- 
munity property among members, no 
right 
of 
survivorship. 
Particular 


stress is laid upon those clauses which 
pertain to the actions of the male resi- 
dents of the community. All must 
work. The third clause in the set of 
rules drawn up reads as follows: 


Every member residing in the com- 


munity must work and labor diligently 
for the community in such tasks or labor 
as shall from time to time be assigned to 
such member, so long as such, member 
lives with the community and Is physic- 
ally able to labor. Such labor is a neces- 
sary condition of maintenance and resi- 
dence in the community. There shall be 
no liability in the community for com- 
pensation for such labor. 


The fourth section relates to the chil- 


dren, and, according to this, they will 
not escape their share of the work 
very easily: 


Every child maintained by the com- 


munity must -work and labor diligently 
for the community In such task or labor 
as shall from time to time be assigned to 
such child, and as long- es such child 
li\es with the community, while phjsic- 
ally able to labor, such labor is a neces- 
sarv condition to the maintenance of such 
child. There shall be no liability in the 
community for compensation for such 
labor. 


Every member of the community 


shall be entitled to the proper food and 
raiment required for the simple life 
Religious exercises will be provided, 
and there will be no "variance between 
life in the simple life community and 
outside. Instructions will be taught 
from the Bible and common school ed-1 
ucation provided for the younger mem-' 
oers. Although it will take A goodly 
sum of money to finance such an un- 
dertaking, the promoters have hopes of 
soon seeing tbe community a material 
realization. The land will hare to be 
prepared after purchase, houses and 
schools and stores bniJt. and it will 
take some time before the product of 
the labor of the residents will be ready 
for the market In spite of obstacles, i 
however, the leaders are hoping to be | 
able to announce definitely in a very 
short time where tie members of tbe 
new simple life school w:ll be living in 
a year. After the plan is perfected and \ 
working in harmony the promoters \ 
think converts win flock in great num- 
bers. It has no peculiarity to attract 
attention or to antagonize tbe adher- 
ents to the orthodox faith.

for and against the choice of Prince 
Charles of Denmark as the new king 
of Norway began under favorable 
weather conditions. The people every- 
where are voting in large numbers. In 
Christiania, out of a total electorate 
of 40,000, fully 25,000 have already 
Toted.

He not only went after Croker, 
the opposition bo«s, bnt lambasted 
Platt, who was suppccsed to be sup- 
porting Jerome's side. .The fusion 
managers becged him to moderate his 
Isngwage, but he only made it stronger. 
Almost every one thought his impolitic 
course would defeat him. Bets were 
freely offered at 4 to 1 against him.

[be betting was all against him, the 
odds in the start being overwhelming, 
t was interesting, however, to note 
the way those odds carne down as Je- 
rome warmed, up in the campaign. Be- 


>re it was half through they were 


even. Then the Republican candidate 
withdrew, and the convention of that 
party substituted the name of Jerome, 
ilthough it was so late the courts 
knocked out the action. From that 
ime forward the betting odds set in 
Ferome's favor, and before the fight 
mded they were as heavy for him as 
previously they had been against him. 


Jerome's issue throughout was a 


declaration of independence against 
he bosses, and he could not be divert- 
ed from that line of attack. 
One of 


the most illuminating incidents of the 
campaign was furnished by the Tam- 
many candidate, James W. Osborne, 
formerly an assistant in the office. He 
spoke of the great number of opportu- 
nities the district attorney had for get- 
ing graft and remarked that "if Je- 
rome didn't get it he was a fool." 


When the statement was shown to 


Mr. Jerome he looked pensive for a 
moment and said gently, "Poor Jim!" 
It stuck. 
Mr. Osborne remained 


Poor Jim" throughout the campaign, 
and he will be fortunate to lose the ap- 
pellation during his life. 
Jerome's 


campaign slogan against Murphy has 
been, "Where did he get it?" varied 
sometimes by "Where did he not get 
it?" 
These two he has made as fa- 


mous as "Poor Jim." 


A National Figure. 


The issue started by Mr. Jerome 


grew beyond the dreams of its au- 
thor. Before the end it pecame a great 
moral crusade for the wiping out of 
»oss control, a civic reform wave 
sweeping all before it. The whirlwind 
campaign developed into a cyclone of 
ballots by election day. The revolt 
against machine methods ^ found such 
widespread response that it made of 
Jerome a national figure. Seldom, if 
ever, in modern political history has 
there been so unique a fight, one so in- 
volving the element of doing the right 
thing regardless of consequences, • one 
so appealing to the imagination and the 
spirit of righteousness. 


William Travers Jerome was born -in 


New York April IS, 1859. He comes 
of a distinguished family, his father, 
Lawrence E. Jerome, having been one 
of the best known men in the New 
York of an earlier day. He, too, was a 
politician, but without any reform pro- 
clivities. Millionaire banker, promoter, 
patron of sports, literature and art, 
practical joker and after dinner speak- 


Lawrence R. Jerome was consid- 


ered a prince of good fellows. The 
story of the son's christening is worth 
telling. The elder Jerome was dining 
downtown with William R. Travers 
when a telegram was handed him an- 
nouncing the boy's arrival. 


'W-what's the d-d-duffer's name?" 


stammered Travers. 


"William Travers Jerome," announc- 


ed the proud father, little knowing just 
how famous that name was destined to 
become. 


Another, story is told-of the senior 


Jerome that, though old, may have

took William Travers, then a boy .of 
ten, on his knee. A stunning young 
lady came aboard and was compelled 
to stand. "Travers," reprovingly re- 
marked the father, "why do you not 
get up and give the lady your seat?"

General Jacob Hurd Smith, U. S. A. 
retired), who won fame as a great 
fighter in the rebellion iu Cuba and in 
the Philippines, recently sailed for Eu- 
ope with the express purpose and de- 
Iberate Intention of loafing, says the 
S'ew York World. Loaflug, according 
o General Smith, is a science, even a 
Ine art, and he goes to Europe to loaf 
lecause he can find no one in America 
who will loaf with him iu the way he 
wants.- People here are too busy, or 
hiuk they are, which is just as bad, 
0 spend time in enjoying themselves, 
and he is a sociable, genial soul who 
'eels that by a life of fighting he has 
;arned the right to enjoy himself, but 
le does not like to loaf alone. 
"What is loafing for me," he said, 
'may not be loafing for others. Some 
retired army officers have ideas of re- 
axation that do not appeal to me. I 
visited one man recently and said to 
lim, 'General, now that you are out of 
he army, what are you going to do 
with yourself?' 
And he answered 


gravely, 'I am studying turtles.' An- 
other good friend of mine I found in 
his garden, devoting his life to raising 
roses. I told those fellows they were 
burying themselves, they were too nar- 
row in their ideas, but they seemed 
mppy and satisfied. 


"ily fdea of spending a life of leisure 


is to broaden as much as possible all 
hat is most refined in man's tastes. 
There you have, in a few words, what 
[ call loafing and what most men in 
his country think they are too busy to 
do. Since I was retired from active 
service three years ago, at the age 
of sixty-two, I have spent a large part 
of my time in Europe, studying the 
methods of European armies and en- 
loying myself in my own way. Now I 
am going back there for the winter." 


General Smith is a short, slender 


man, 
who looks very like Field Mar- 


shal Lord Roberts of the British army. 
His shoulders are square, his chest 
deep, and he carries himself like a true 
soldier. His face is seamed and criss- 
crossed with the wrinkles that years 
of hardship and peril have stamped; 
his nose is of the aquiline type that 
Napoleon required In his generals; his 
eyes are a pale greenish blue and look 
at you with penetrating fearlessness, 
amounting even to fierceness when la- 
tensity of thought or expression deepens 
the two lines that rise from his nose 
and bisect his forehead, but" that melt 
into tenderness when lie speaks of his 
wife or the boys who fought under 
huii and were killed: He is bald, with 
a fringe of iron gray hair and a thick 
but closely cropped Iron gray mus- 
tache. He dresses with the same quiet 
refinement. 


A picturesque forclbleness character- 


izes his speech, the force that is exem- 
plified in his famous dispatch to Gen- 
eral Otis from Annaiees when besieged 
in that Luzon village by a force of na- 
tives far larger than the handful of 
men he had under film: "I will hold 
this place till hell freezes over and 
then fight on the ice!"

How Black Hill* Will Be 


With Pine Cone*. 


The Black Hills forest reserve, one 


of the most iniportnnt of all reserves 
in the United States, is conducting a 
line of experiments which are resulting 
in one of the unique industries of the 
country, says a Deadwood (S. D.) dis- 
patch. 


It is Captain Bullock's plan to 


smooth over every burned spot in the 
reserve by seeding broadcast in the 
spring with pine cones. This experi- 
ment was made on thirty acres of 
ground last spring and yielded good re- 
sults, producing one pine seedling to 
each square foot 


Captain Bullock has a large army of 


helpers, composed of the small boys 
of the Black Hills. They are gathering 
pine cones, for which they are paid 
by the forestry department 25 cents a 
bushel. As this pay is not very large, 
| it becomes necessary for the boys to 
! furnish a large amount to make the 
I industry "pay. 
I Under them in their efforts is a still 
1 larger army—that of the red squirrels. 
The squirrels are the greatest cone 
gatherers in the country, and so valua- 
ble are they that the bounty which 
has been offered by the forestry de- 
partment for their pelts has been abol- 
ished, and instead these little animals 
are gathering some 1.200 bushels of 
cones, which will make about 1,500 
pounds of seed. 


The boys have already gathered 1,200 


bushels of cones, which will make 
about 1,500 pounds of seed. They are 
not allowed to pick them, but gather 
them from tbc jnwmd or from the 
squirrels" dens. As bigh as nine bush- 
els of cones have been found in one 
den, and several of the holas of these 
little forest rangers have yielded up at 
least six bushels.
